Reed is more than 70 years old and 


fo" many yours has lived .in the east- 
ern district, of Brooklyn.

cumulated a fortune in.bttsiness. and, 
just as he retired to enjoy life his 
wife died.

The body was placed in a receiv- 


ing vault until Reed built a costly 
tomb. 
Then ho had it furnished in- 


side with ' many fancy articles, to 
which his wife had been attached in 
life. 


Faithful to Dead Wifs. 


Reed became a daily visitor to the 


tomb. He told curious ones who ques- 
tioned him that his wife was as "dear 
to him in death as she had been ir. 
life, and that it was hir. duty to be 
soar her all the time. The notoriety 
which resulted caused the cemetery! 
officials, to objecx to his lon.t.vjslts. 


Reed wanted Co' remain in the tomb 


by night as well as by day, and put 
a bed in it..-but the cemetery superin- 
tendent refused his request, and the 
man finally was allowed -to- remain in 
the cemetery during the day 
only. 


Gradually the public's curiosity to see 
the tomb died out. and tho old man 
recently had been bothered but little. 


Communes With Loved One. 


According to. his custom of years 


Reed went to the cemetery Thursday 
morning. 
After sitting 
beside 
his 


wife's coffin for a time, talking .to 
her body, he was seen by a grave dig- 
ger to be rearranging things in the 
tomb. Early in the afternoon another 
grave digger on passing the tomb 
peeped In and saw Rsed lying on the 
floor. 


As the door loading to the tomb was 


ajar the man stepped, in and discov- 
ered the old man was unconscious. A 
policeman was summoned 
and 
he 


telephoned for an ambulance from the 
Bradford* street hospital. Dr. Moister 
found Reed near 'loath and had him 
taken to the Kings county hospital, 
where his condition is slightly im- 
proved, although it could not be said 
whether or not. he .will recpver.

A CONFERENCE 
IN 
CHICAGO 


Representatives of Wisconsin, Mich- 


igan, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa and 


Minnesota To 
Meet. 


The legislatures of six states are 


uniting to secure uniform legislation 
for the protection-of fish, and'game. 
Early in April, possibly April 8, there 
will be held in Chicago an interstate 
conference of members o fthe legis- 
latures and each delegation will tell 
what is desired in its state in the way 
-of fish and game protective 
legisla- 


tion. It is hoped that an agreement 
will be reached. and the delegations 
return to their respective legislatures 
and secure enactment of the compos- 
ite bill prepared in. the conference. 


The states to be represented are 


Michigan, Indiana, 
Illinois, 
Iowa, 


Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. 
These 


states have much in common with 
respect to their hunting and fishing 
and it is found that much would be 
gained if they maintained more uni- 
form laws in this regard. One of the 
most 'important matters to be han- 
dled in the conference is that of fish- 
ing in Lake Michigan. Five of these 
states, all save Iowa, border on'eith- 
'cr Lake Michigan or Lake Superior, 
and it is believed desirable' to have 
the same open season for deer 
in 


Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota 
and also to make more extensive and 
definite arrangements for Hie trans- 
portation of game killed in the open 
season.

EUROPE AND THE 
WAR. 


There was much food for thought 


in the 
references 
which 
London 


Correspondents made .' on. Sunday to 
the influences and possible effect of 
the Manchurian war upon European 
relations and upon the 
various bal- 


ances of power in that continent. It 
is an Asian war, and has to do di- 
rectly with only Asian affairs. 
But 


one of the parties to it is also a great 
European power, intimately associat- 
ed with three 
major 
sets of influ- 


ences and interests in Europe, and 
so, of course, whatever effect, the war 
may have upon its stayis and pres- 


i 
tige will 
inevitably ' react upon Us 


European relationships. 
Now, 
Rus- 


sia Is the open ally of France, she is 
the unayowecl ally of Germany 
and 


she has long, posed 'as the 
ultimate 


arbiter of the very complex problems 
of Southeastern' Europe, 
from the 


Carpathians to the Pindus and from 
the Inn to Moldau to the Dardanelles. 
\Vhat will be the effect of her defeat 
in this war, if she is .finally defeat- 
ed, upon those interests? 


So far as two are concerned, the 


results are already apparent. 
The 


London, 
correspondents 
judiciously 


sees'an indication of them' in the 


1 
German Emperor's unexampled over- 
ture 
for 
an 
approachment 
with 


France. 
The Paris 
correspondents 


sees another in the- popular revulsion 
against 
Russia 
which prevails in 


France. For days past other dispatch- 
es have told of the difficult}-, if not 
impossibility, of Russia's 
borrowing 


any more money in either France or 


. -Germany.' Obviously, then, the tie- 


feat of Russia by Japan will mean 
that neither of those powers will care 
longer to cultivate her alliance, and 
she will be left 
to stanJ 
alone, a 


negligible quantiy. The same may be 
said in respect 
to the 
southestern 


problems. It will 
be to Vienna and 


Berlin, rather than.to St. Petersburg, 
that the Balkan States will look for 
aid, 
for admonitions and for encour- 


agement; and when the remorseless 
processes of time bring about the in- 
evitable crisis 
in Austro-Hungarian 


affairs, the 
voice of Berlin will be 


more potent than that of Moscow .in 
declaring the disposition of the dis- 
integrating realm. 


This danger of partial, if not com- 


plete, elimination from the European 
council may well be one of Russia's 
gravest considerations. 
A European 


power beaten 
by an Asian could 


.scarcely maintain its old prestige In 
Europe. 
Almost the 
only 
way in 


which it could hope, to do so would 
be through the conclusion of peace 
before the utter collapse, and then the 
concentration of all Its energies up- 
on a strengthening of its purely Eu- 
rppean 
interests. We can 
imagine 


Russia's adoption of that course. 
If 


she should, now make peace with Ja- 
pan, abandon her vVsions of univer- 
sal dominion in Asia and 
concen- 


trate all her efforts upon the enlight- 
enment, 
liberalization and 
general 


improvement of 
her 
European do- 


main, she might 
not only save but 


greatly strengthen her position as a 
European power. But persistence in 
n war of such disasters as those at 
Port 
Arthur 'and 
Mukden .might 


consign her to the category of pow- 
ers that were, but are not.
